The five-year suspended sen- 
tence of R. P. (Dick) Moore, ex- 
“big shot” lottery operator, was re- 
voked yesterday in Fulton supe- 
rior court by Judge Hugh M. Dor- 
sey. This action climaxed a two- 
day hearing in which Moore was

Under order, Moore must 
serve the remainder of a five-year 
sentence imposed October 22 last 
year when he pleaded guilty to 
lottery operations with 21 other 
“big shot” lottery operators. All 
were given suspended sentences 
and fines. 

Judge Dorsey issued the order 
upon conclusion of arguments by 
Defense Attorneys Paul Lindsay 
and W. R. Bentley, who charged 
Prosecutor E. E. Andrews with 
“intimidation” in connection with 
the arrest of two negro witnesses 
before daylight yesterday. 

Abundant Evidence. 

‘Under testimony submitted, 
there is abundant evidence to 
show this defendant has not lived 
up to the mandate of the court,” 
Judge Dorsey ruled. Moore was 
arrested April 27 when Andrews 
filed an application for revocation 
on grounds Moore had re-engag- 
ed in the “bug” racket from De- 
cember to April 15. 

Stanford Jones and another ne- 
gro witness, identified as “Shot,” 
were arrested early in the morn- 
ing at the request of Andrews. 

Lindsay charged the arrest of 
Jones is “not consonant with a 
liberty loving people and is a 
question of intimidation.” 

“I do not condone, but I con- 
demn the arrest of persons with- 
out authority. The court is open 
to investigation to determine if 
this has been the case, but that 
is entirely a different matter 
from the one in hand. It has been 
shown beyond a reasonable doubt 
the defendant has not lived up to 


‘the terms of his sentence,” Judge 


Dorsey ‘said, issuing the order for 
revocation.

Twice again the same night, she 
said, he tried to jump out of the 
window. 

Disputing her husband’s conten- 
tions, Miss O’Dea replied in the 
affirmative when her lawyer ask- 
ed if she and Gomez did not go to 
Atlantic City “on what might be 
called a honeymoon” after their 


marriage. 
Gomez, the actress said, roused 


her one night in April, 1937, and 
said he had thought out a perfect 
crime, with her as victim, he as 
slayer. 

“He could do it,” she said, “be- 
cause everyone thought he loved 
me. He said he would wear gloves 
and choke me to death, and ieave.

WAGNER LABOR ACT 
DRAWS HEAVY FIRE 


End of Crop Control Is 
Advocated; Currency 
Stabilization Also Urged 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—(UP) 
Big and little business represented 
by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States tonight promised 
to co-operate with President 
Roosevelt in his recovery drive if 
he will agree to scrap or revise 
some reform laws and modify 
others now under consideration. 

Resolutions adopted unanimous- 
ly at the conclusion of the cham- 
ber’s 26th annual meeting were 
critical of most New Deal policies, 
but were temperately phrased. 
They did not embody the fiery 
language used by individual dele- 
gates and public officials, includ- 
ing Senator Edward R. Burke, 
Democrat, Nebraska, in attacking 
such administration measures as 
the Wagner labor act. 

Re-examination Asked. 

The delegates were critical of 
the fact that efforts’ of business 
and government for recovery 
“have fallen short in. their objec- 
tives,” and called for a re-exami-" 
nation of federal measures looking 
toward the freeing of initiative in 
enterprises promoting employ- 
ment. But, they likewise joined 
with the 16 “blue chip” industrial 
and financjal executives who a 
fortnight ago pledged conditional 
co-operation in recovery moves. 

“The businessmen of the coun 
try continue ready and eager to 
utilize every opportunity to de- 
vote their best efforts to advance 
these (recovery) purposes,” a res- 
olution said. 

Chamber’s Program. 

The Chamber’s program as out< 
lined by the resolutions called 
for: 

1, Freedom from future govern- 
ment threats to capital needs of 
business. 

2. A thorough investigation of 
the operations of the Wagner labor 
act.

Churchill Foresees Difficulty 
Feeding Countrymen in 
Another European War. 


LONDON, May 5.—(#)—The 
house of commons tonight passed 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain’s epochal “peace with: Ire- 
land” agreement despite a bitter 
attack on its defense provisions 
by the veteran “elder statesman,” 
Winston Churchill. 

Under the pact, Britain surren- 
ders unconditionally the British 
controlled ngval ports of Cobh 
(Queenstown), Loughwilly and 
Berehaven. 

Churchill, speaking to an intent- 
ly listening house, had declared 
that Britain’s surrender of the 
three ports left her without fa- 
cilities “indispensable” to her in 
case of war. 

“The dark forces of the Irish 
underworld tried to strike us in 
the back in the most critical 
stages,” Churchill declared, refer- 
ring to Ireland’s stand during the 
World War. Churchill was first 
lord of the admiralty when that

The southeastern unit will en- 
compass practically ‘all of the 
“solid south,” with Alabama, Flor- 
ida, GeorgiaSKentucky, Mississip- 
pi, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Virginia in its 
boundaries. 

Arkansas, Louisiana, Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Texas, strongholds 
of Southern Methodism, will be 
included with Kansas, Nebraska 
and New Mexico in a south-cen- 
tral jurisdiction. 

The northeastern area will 
cover Maryland, West Virginia 
and the District of Columbia 
along with the eastern and New 
England states. 

Other Conferences. 

Other conferences are the west- 
ern, including the far west states, 
and the north-central, covering 
the midwest and Great Lakes ter- 
ritory. 

These are geographical units, 
with the central jurisdiction locat- 
jed by administrative require- 
ments. 

Today’s final session was high- 
lighted by peace moves among 
former antiunificationists. 

The loyalty movement took 
form when Charlton Du Rant, 
Manning, S..C., who voted against 
the plan of union, told the con- 
ference he felt “the time for agi- 
tation is past.” 

“Every similar merger has been 
followed by litigation testing all 
the questions involved,” Du Rant 
said. “I have no such plans. We 
should quietly ... decide what is 
best for the Kingdom of God.” 

Allegiance Pledged. 

Several others who fought to 
keep the southern church separate 
from Northern Methodism swept 
to the speaking platform to pledge 
their allegiance to. the church of 
union. 

Jere Wells, Hapeville, Ga., said: 

“I wish heartily to indorse the 
statement of Charlton Du Rant 
'that bad feeling ought to die ou‘. 
It will be my purpose to do all 
in my power for the ongoing of 
the Kingdom of God.”

The government, which Daladier 
earlier estimated would need 35,- 
000,000,000 francs to carry through 
1938, however, has an obligation 
of more than 40,000,000,000 francs 
to the Bank of France.

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ARE HOME STANDARDS DETERIORATING? 

Speaking before the convention of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs, Mrs. A. B. 
Conger, president, lauded women for their part 
in achieving a higher standard of living. But, 
she added, if a generation of unconsecrated 
mothers is to arise as a result of their present 
status in the world’s affairs, the new freedom 
has failed. 

It is regretfully admitted by most women 
that the status of the home has radically 
changed. Women, in ever increasing numbers, 
have gone into the world of business to im- 
prove their economic position, for the enlarge- 
ment of the family budget. 

This has had a tendency to bring about what 
Mrs. Conger calls a “normal slack.” No woman 
can leave the home for the day’s business and 
at the same time hold down, to the best of her 
ability, the full-time job of wife and mother. 
There is bound to be that slackening which too 
often results in divided allegiances, frequently 
in separations and divorces. 

But no one will question the normalcy of the 
desire of all American women to own a home, 
to better educate their children, to have the 
means, not otherwise obtainable, for the cul- 
tural development of the family. The financial 
demands of the modern child are necessarily 
large. And they must be met if the desired 
standard of living is to be attained. 

It is simply a question of weighing the good 
effects of one against the detrimental results of 
the other. Can a woman make a better home, 
become a more understanding mother, with 


more time at home on the smaller budget, or. 


do better by her family by going into the world 
of business and adding to the family income? 
While the status of women has changed tre- 
mendously, so also has the status of men. For 
every woman who has entered business in the 
past 25 years, it can be argued logically that 
one man has been replaced or, at least, reduced 
In economic rank. So, it would seem, many 
women are faced with spinsterhood, or a very 
frugal married life, unless they utilize the op- 
portunity to increase the family income. 
Beyond question, more knowledge and a bet- 
ter understanding of the problem of living to- 
gether is essential if the condition referred to 
by Mrs. Conger is to be improved. The time 
and study being given to it by women’s clubs 
will, it is to be hoped, bring good results. 


NAZI METHODS IN MICHIGAN 


Astonishing news has come out of Genesee 
county, the center of Michigan's sit-down 
“strikes last year. There are, according to the 
welfare administrator, “12,000 family men in 
this county who will never return to work. 
Those not on relief now, soon will be. It will 
be impossible to maintain them. They must 
leave the county.” 


Leave the county! That has the familiar 
ring of central Europe, but it is new to the 
United States. Must leave the county! By 
what authority? And where will these un- 
wanted family men go? Being family men, 

_ presumably they have wives and children. Is 
it reasonable to suppose other states will be in 
position to assume the burden of caring for 
these unfortunate people, in addition to their 
own, merely because another state deliberately 
shirks its responsibility? 

As a sort of palliative to being kicked out by 
government ukase the deportees would be per- 
mitted to select their new homes. Even trans- 
portation expenses will be provided toward 
shifting the burden to other shoulders. But 
unless the unwanted move on, “we will con- 
tinue pressure methods to rid the county of 
those having less than two years’ seniority in 
Flint factories.” It would be illuminating to 
learn just what “pressure methods” are to be 
employed and what legal authority, if any, will 
be utilized to put them into effect. 

It is a travesty on American civilization when 
families can be drummed out of a state by the 
very authority which, in past years, urgently 
invited them in to help build up the common- 
wealth. Under what precepts of government 

’ will these people be forced to leave their homes? 
Certainly, not under the constitution of the 
United States.

In time of need, though, those youngsters 
whose rifles were not at quite the correct angle 
will be the soldiers who shoot a little straighter, 
perhaps. Those with caps slightly askew will 
be those who can assume command when the 
need arises and when the thoroughly drilled 
West Pointer has gone down in the face of fire. 

In early America the lesson was learned and 
taught. Loosely strung riflemen of th@ frontier 
smashed the drilled ranks of British troops. 
Americans have been the only people who have 
cracked the ranks of the Scottish Black Watch. 
Britain heeded the lesson later, and one now 
finds a similar freedom in her army ranks. It 
rs a freedom which does not appear in perfect 
drill, but battles have never been won by pa- 
rades before a major general. Generally speak- 
ing, there won’t be a major general around 
when bullets fly. 


WELCOME PARADOX 


A strange paradoxical twist, likely to hap- 
pen only among free peoples, was recently given 
to a prosecution for criminal libel in the court 
of general sessions in New York city. Robert 
E. Fdmondson, a _ well-known anti-Semitic 
pamphleteer, had been indicted because of his 
tirades against the Jewish religion. The com- 
plainant was Mayor LaGuardia in his capac- 
ity as chief magistrate. 

After many postponements because of legal 
technicalities, the case came up for trial. But 
it was disclosed that two organizations, the 
American Jewish Committee and the American 
Jewish Congress, had intervened, asking dis- 
missal of the indictment on the ground that 
such actions tended to restrict freedom of 
speech. | 

It was further declared that the proper 
remedy for ignorance and false doctrine was 
not suppression, but enlightenment. And the 
words of Justice Brandeis, of the supreme 
court of the United States—‘“the remedy is 
more speech, not enforced silence”—were em- 
ployed to support the contention that the 
charges should be dropped. 

When the libeled enter court to ask for dis- 
missal of the indictment on the ground that a 
prosecution of it would be a restriction on 
freedom of speech, it is a wholesome sign that 
the liberties of the people are in no immediate 
danger of abrogation. In this particular case 
it is also an example of tolerance—the kind of 
tolerance necessary for the continued happi- 
ness of all Americans. 


OPEN DOOR OR TRAP DOOR 

An illuminating commentary on Japan’s 
maintenance of the Open Door in conquered 
provinces is contained in an article by Carl 
Crow in the current issue of The Saturday 
Evening Post. Mr. Crow, an unquestioned au- 
thority on the Chinese seene, has traced the 
closing of the trade door in Manchuria. 

Today, Japan insists that the Open Door 
policy will be maintained in the sections of 
present-day China over which it now holds 
sway. This may be so, since funds for rehabili- 
tation and for development of the region are 
probably not available in Japan. 

Whether these protestations may be true or 
not, Mr. Crow cites instances of an appearance 
of the same policies followed in Manchuria in 
the city of Shanghai. Only the most sanguine 
will believe Japan intends using the Open Door 
for anything more or less than a trap door for 
any foreign capital invested in China during 
the period of occupation.

MARTIAL LAW 
(From the Charlotte News.) 

The American Civil Liberties Union, which is 
sometimes accused of being dominated by Com- 
munists, may have its own purposes in mind when 
it urges a federal statute defining such terms as 
“emergency” and “riot” and “insurrection” and 
rigdly specifying the circumstances in which the 
Governor of a state may order out the militia. 

But it would be hard to quarrel with it when 
it proposes utterly to abolish the authority of 
governors to issue a declaration of “martial law.” 
This practice has been grossly and notoriously 
abused in such cases as those of Huey Long in 
Louisiana, Alfalfa Bill Murray and Jack Walton 
in Oklahoma, and Eugene Talmadge in Georgia. 
It is so commonly used that most people think, 
indeed, that it is involved in ordering out the 
militia. But in fact it goes much further than 
that and suspends the jurisdiction of the civil 
courts and makes militia officers into judges. And 
that plainly violates our whole theory of govern- 
ment. For that matter, in truth. it violates a pro- 
hibition contained in most of the state constitu- 
tions—a prohibition, however, which has nowhere

58 PER CENT OF VOTERS 
OPPOSE FEDERAL SPENDING 

The change may be due to a 
number of factors, including the 
persuasive powers of the Presi- 
dent, the general publicity given 
to the spending program, and the 
fact that the business depression 
continues to be severe. But al- 
though opposition to spending has 
declined somewhat, the majority 
continues to echo the view ex- 
pressed by a typical voter in Ohio 
who said: “We tried spending be- 
fore, and we're right back in a 
depression.” 

In measuring the trend of sen- 
timent the Institute has conduct- 
ed four separate surveys using 
the same question: “Do you think 
government spending should be 
increased to help get business out 
of its present slump?”

Virtually no Republicans have 
been converted to the spending 
program since it began receiving 
publicity. In fact the survey found 
that their opposition has increased 
slightly, with nearly nine out of 
every ten expressing disapproval. 
The converts are chiefly Demo- 
crats, most of whom express the 
view that “if business won’t spend 
the government has to.” 

Every Institute survey on the 
question of spending has found 
the same themes running through 
the comments or remarks of voters 
interviewed, The minority who fa- 
vor spending say that putting 
money into circulation is all that 
is needed to end the slump. The 
majority, on the other kand, de- 
clare that federal spending is 
merely a “shot in the arm” which, 
while it may give business a tem- 
porary stimulation, brings no last- 


shortly after the President’s fire- ing recovery.

Konrad Heinlein, leader of the 
German minority in Czechoslo- 
vakia, has opted for Hitler and 
threatened that the day of reck- 
oning is drawing near. 

What reckoning? He means, ap- 
parently, that the Reich will do 
with Czechoslovakia as it has 
just done with Austria and that 
upon annexation there will be the 
same ruthless and_ barbarian 
treatment of Czechoslovakia’s 
citizens who stood for the inde- 
pendence of their country as has 
befallen the patriotic Austrians. 

That The Prague government 
has not arrested Heinlein forth- 
with is due to the fact that ter- 
rorism would flare up at once and 
Hitler would in that case be fur- 


immediately, restore order, pre- 
vent bloodshed, etc., repeat the 
story of Austria all over again. 

Heinlein demanded absolute 
autonomy for the Sudeten Ger- 
man provintes in Czechoslo- 
vakia, introduction of the Nazi 
Weltanschauung, that is to say the 
anti-Jewish laws and an applica- 
tion of the race theories. 

Let us imagine that Mexico has 
a Communist government and 
that propaganda being slipped 
across the border brings about a 
widespread Communist sentiment 
in Texas, Louisiana and Arizona 
and. that the governors of these 
states demand that their provinces 
be run henceforth along commun- 
istic lines With close ties being 
established with Mexico City. 
How would the American nation 
feel about that? And if the gov- 
ernors of these aforementioned 
federal states then threatened and 
said to Washington: Unless you 
give in, unless we get what we 
want there will be a day of reck- 
oning and that very soon, what 
would we do about it? 

That is the position Prague is 
in today. Only Prague is not able 
to resist. Prague is _ infinitely 
weaker than Berlin. Berlin has 
Prague in a vise as it is. Ger- 
man armies surround Czechoslo- 
vakia on three sides. Germany has 
an ally in Poland and another 
ally in Hungary. Both these coun- 
tries want a slice of Czechoslo- 
vakia. If they get those slices 
there will be nothing left of 
Czechoslovakia. 


France and Russia. 


Prague has but one _ hope: 
France and the Soviet Union. Both 
these countries have solemnly 
promised to come to Prague’s aid 
if Czech independence is threaten- 
ed with armed force. 

It is extremely doubtful if Rus- 
sia can come to the aid of Czecho- 
slovakia. In the first place she 
has no common frontier with: that 
country. She would have to in-| 
vade a third country in order to 
bring about a junction. hetween the 
Red army and the foreés of thé 
Czechoslovak Republic.: Will Rus- 
sia risk a war with Poland and 
with Germany for Czechoslova- 
kia’s sake? 

Yes, if France also comes in. But 
France is under British. tutelage. 
The British will give no guaran- 
tee to Prague. In London they 
do not think the game worth the 
candle apparently. By refusing 
that guarantee to Prague, the Brit- 
ish government has virtually giv- 
en Hitler the cue to go right ahead. 
and try to overwhelm Czechoslo- 
vakia with the least possible fuss. 

The least possible fuss, that is 
split the country by means of prop- 
aganda into a set of rival camps. 
Many Czechoslovaks are already 
beginning to doubt whether there 
is any use fighting back. They 
say we are lost unless we give in. 
Let us make peace with Hitler. 
Peace with Hitler means giving 
up Czechoslovak independence. In

Bridge Lite 


BY HAROLD SHARPSTEEN 


BRIDGE PRIMER. 

Fortified by the knowledge that 
the deal of 52 cards in contract 
bridge produces an average total 
count of eight honor-tricks around 
the table, each player hopes to be 
favored with at least an ual 
share of these high cards. ut 
when the honor cards are so even- 
ly distributed among the four 
players, the deal is usually passed 
out for the next player on the left 
to deal over. 

Before being willing to be the 
first to open the bidding, a good 
contract player prefers the pro- 
tection of better than his equal 
share of the high cards dealt. Upon 
this basic fundamental of sound 
bidding stands one of the first and 
paramount “rules” of contract 
bridge. 

Opening trump suit bids of one, 
made at any position at the table, 
vulnerable or not vulnerable, not 
only require at least 21-2 H. T., 
but a suit that is rebiddable as 
well. A total of three honor tricks 
minimum is required when hold- 
ing a suit that is only biddable 
once. 

For this reason, it is well to 
know when a suit is biddable, re- 
quiring three tricks to open, and 
when a suit is rebiddable, requir- 
ing only 2 1-2 honor tricks to open 
the bidding. 

A four-card suit to be biddable 
should be headed by at least two 
face cards ...a five-card suit by 
at least one face card... any six- 
card suit is biddable. 

A four-card suit is rebiddable 
only when it is solid as: A K Q 
J ...a rebiddable five-card suit 
contains three honor-cards or is 
headed by ace-king or ace-queen 
» « » Six-card suits should be head- 
ed by a king or a queen-jack... 
any six-card major suit is rebid- 
dable. 

Competitive Bidding. 

Once the bidding is opened, op- 
ponents or partner of the original 
bidder are not required to have 
21-2 to 3 H. T., to now enter the 
bidding. 

Any one of three remaining 
players, holding a biddable suit, 
may name it, holding only 11-2 
H. T., provided it is possible to 
bid the suit at the one level. If 
required to enter the bidding at 
the two level, a minmum of 2 H. T. 
is needed and a biddable five-card 
suit. | 

Keeping the bidding alive for | 
partner, when second hand passes, 
is one of the chief problems and 
responsibilities of third-hand. 

Requirements for such shaded 
suit takeouts, suits raises and no- 
trump bids are considerably lower. 
With something worth while 
showing, partner of the original 
bidder does not pass when his 
hand contains as little as one 
honor trick in two suits. In other 
words, with as little as a king in 
one suit and a queen in another, 
partner will not pass an opening 
suit. bid of one when second hand 
passes,

CERTAIN FOODS CANNOT BE 
LEFT OUT OF YOUR MENUS 


Diets come and go but the bal- 
anced 1,200-calorie diet can go 
on forever, or at least until your 
weight is down to normal. There 
is a very good reason why these 
menus may be followed indefinite- 
ly. They are so planned that al- 
though you lose weight on them 
they are not deficient in any of 
the foods you need for vitality. 

In order to lose weight you must 
take fewer calories than your 
body needs. Your body does not 
use fewer calories, however, and 
draws on stored fat to make up 
the difference. So long as you 
draw only on the stored fat you 
are all right, but you must be ex- 
tremely careful that your diet is 
not lacking in certain other ele- 
ments, which would cause you to 
draw on the vital tissues. The 
beauty of the 1,200-calorie bal- 
anced diet is that it is based upon 
these essential foods. 

You will notice that your daily 
menus always contain protein 
foods. The portions of. meat, fish, 
eggs and milk may seem large for 
a reducing diet, but you need 
exactly the same amounts of these 
foods while reducing as at any 
other time. It has been ascertain- 
ed that we need from 10 to 15 per 
cent of our normal calorie require- 
ment in the form of protein, and 
when these foods are left out of 
the menu you are taking chances 
with your health. 

If your diet were supervised 
by a dietitian in a sanitarium she 
would give you a minimum of 75 
grams, or 300 calories, of protein 
daily to keep up your morale and 
to protect your health. She would 
probably see that you had: An 
average serving of meat or fish 
weighing one-third of a pound, 
and containing approximately 25 
grams of protein; one egg, 6 1-2 
grams; two glasses skim milk, 16 
grams protein; one-third cup cot- 
tage cheese, 16 grams, or one sec- 
tion Roquefort, 22 grams protein. 
You would also obtain varying but 
substantial amounts of protein 
from whole grain cereals, bread, 
peas, beans and lentils. If you 
prefer you can have more meat— 
one-half pound is not too much. 
Add to this an egg and a glass of 
skim milk to meet your protein 
requirements. 

In addition to giving substances 
to your reducing diet the protein 
foods exert a specific dynamic ac- 
tion which is an advantage to the 
reducer. These foods help you to 
burn more calories. 

You also need the same amounts 
of fresh fruits and vegetables as 
on a normal diet. But you can cut 
calories with a vengeance in the 
form of fats, which contain more

than twice as many calories as the 
proteins or carbohydrates. 
restriction is made, of course, in| 
the carbohydrates, but the fats. 
are the foods to leave out of the | 
menu. The small amount of fat in- | 
cluded in the menu should be in| 
the form of butter, which is an/| 
excellent source of the very im-| 
portant vitamin A. 

It is easy to follow the bal- 
anced menus indefinitely. They 
not only offer a variety of food, 
but gradually bring about a 
change in your food habits which 
help you to get your weight down 
to normal and to keep it there.

Old Alex McKellar’s Wife Brought 
Dinner--Golfer Was Still Playing 


LONDON, England (By Mail)—With the British amateur 
and Walker cup golf matches approaching, it is fascinating to 
read the stories of the beginnings of golf and of some of its 
pioneers, 

Of, for instance, Allan Robertson. He was one of the great- 
est golfers who ever lived and.was never defeated in a stake 
match played on even terms. He was born in 1815, at St. An- 
drews, and was descended from a family which had played 
golf since the days of 1400. 

The veterans who lived from his day to see Harry 
Vardon were of the opinion that there was a great sim- 
ilarity in the styles of the two. 

Great Tom Morris Sr. worked in Robertson’s golf shop. 
The principal trade was making feather golf balls. The story 
goes that a disagreement came between the two with the ad- 
vent of the gutta ball. Old Tom decided to play with the new- 
fangled invention and Robertson considered the ball might dam- 
age his business in the feather-stuffed balls. He attempted, 
through agents, to buy up all the gutta balls manufactured. 

Robertson died in 1858, the year before the open was in- 
stituted. A memorial stands to him in the churchyard at St. 
Andrews. 
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“THE COCK O’ THE GREEN.” 

One Alex McKellar, probably was the most enthusiastic 
golfer who ever lived. “Golf widows” in Atlanta may thank 
their stars their husbands are not as devout as he before the 
throne of golf. 

He spent his whole day at the Bruntsfield links, 
Edinburgh, and at night would sit a lamp on the green 
and practice putting. He played every day in winter, 
and winter can be very winterish in Scotland. 

Once his wife, thinking to shame him, carried: his dinner 
and his nightcap to the course. She arrived as he was engaged 
in a match and, failing entirely to see the irony in her pres- 
ence, said: 

“Ye may wait if ye wish, but now I have nae time 
for dinner.” 

This hero died in 1813 at a time when England had just 
again given up efforts to chastize the lost colonies in America.

Hope of Miraculous Re- 
covery Prompts Howard 
to Enter Stagehand.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 5.—(#) 
A bomb exploded unexpectedly in 
the midst of Kentucky Derby 
preparations. today, left America’s 
most famous horse race practical- 
ly certain to be without its favor- 
ite, Stagehand, and threw the $50,- 
000 classic wider open than ever. 


The Earl Sande-trained Cin- 
derella horse, 5 to 2 choice to win 
Saturday at Churchill Downs as 
the result of his triumph over Sea- 
biscuit in the Santa Anita handi- 
/cap last. March, was withdrawn 
when he developed a high tem- 
perature from a sore throat. 


The fever reached as high as 
104.2 degrees last night. When it 
failed to drop below 101 this 
morning, Owner Maxwell Howard, 
of Dayton, Ohio, announced his ace 
would not parade to the post and 
that he would rest his hopes on 
The Chief, conqueror of Stage- 
hand and Herbert M. Woolf’s Law- 
rin Tuesday in the trial stakes. 
The ailment is similar to that 
which has kept many two-year- 
olds out of competition at the 
Downs this year. 


VERY DOUBTFUL STARTER. 

Sande said late today Stage- 
hand’s fever had gone down and 
there was an indication that he 
would be formally entered for the 
Derby when the books are opened 
tomorrow, by this the colt would 
be eligible in case Howard believ- 
ed him as fit to run by Saturday. 
He was regarded as a doubtful 
starter despite this. 

Sande said the colt was normal 
again but added “the only condi- 
tion under which he will enter him 
will be that he is kicking the stalls 
down (meaning full of life and ac- 
tivity) but I don’t think he will 
be. I’m not going to take any 
chance with the horse.” 

Sande himself was reluctant toa 
admit that his string of luck had 
been broken with the horse that 
won five straight races on the west 
coast, whipping Seabiscuit by a 
nose in the rich Santa Anita han- 
dicap after failing to win a race 
last year. He clung to the hope 
that a miracle might occur but it 
was just hope.
